Son of (1) Edward Webber and Patience Hobbs, 
was born April 22, 1711, in Ipswich, Mass. About 
1737 he married Mary Wells, of Ipswich. About 
1740 he moved to Methuen, Mass., (a township on 
the Merrimac River, near the city of Lawrence), as 
he was taxed there in 1840, his tax being £0 7s Od. 
In 176Q his tax was £3 5s Id, showing his gain in 
wealth. He united with the church on -confession 
of faith in 1743. In 1760 he sold a farm in Pelham, 
N. H., to his son, William, Jr. His wife, Mary, died 
June 27, 1753. He married again January 1, 1754, to 
Lucy Kimball of Wenham, Mass.

After William's death, Lucy, his wife, was in Hol- 
land, Mass. (Did he move there before his death?) 
In 1789 he gives to his son, Daniel (15), a minor, four 
tracts of land in Methuen, including his mansion 
and buildings. Daniel (15) mortgages land in Meth- 
uen in 1797, so he was then at least 21 years old and 
must have been born before 1776. It is interesting 
that in 1799 he mortgages land in Methuen to Sam- 
uel Webber, Professor of Mathematics and later 
President of Harvard College, for security of a debt 
of $295.

Son of Edward Webber (1) and Patience Hobbs, of 
Ipswich, Mass., married a Sarah before 1749.

Edward, Jr. (3) of Ipswich bought land in Methuen 
in 1739 and sold it to William (2) in 1741. He lived 
in Methuen and later in Wenham. Probably, there- 
fore, the Edward who was taxed in Methuen from 
1746 to 1748 and again from 1751 to 1758, was brother 
to William (2). After 1758 he lived permanently in 
Wenham, Mass., and died there in 1764. 

(4) William Webber, 

Son of William Webber (2) and Mary Wells, was 
bom June 18, 1738, in Ipswich, Mass. He was taxed 
in Methuen, Mass., in 1759, when he was 21 years 
old. He was taxed last in Methuen in January, 1761. 
He then moved to Pelham, N. H. He married Dec. 
3, 1761, Ruth Merrill of Methuen, Mass. She died in 
1765 or 1785 (figures not distinct). He married (2d) 
Elizabeth . His will was probated at Exe- 
ter, N. H., in 1801. Children are:

(6) Joanna Webber, 

Daughter of William Webber (2) and Mary Wells, 
was born Sept. 26, 1741, at Methuen, Mass., the twin 
of John. She married March 13, 1764, Joseph Hodg- 
kins of Ipswich, Mass. 

(7) Benjamin Webber, 

Son of William Webber (2) and IV^ary Wells, was 
born Sept. 29, 1744, in Methuen, Mass. He married in 

1772 Rebekah and had 11 children. Benjamin 

Webber was a private in Capt. Eliphalet Bidwell's 
Company, Col. Edward \V iggle worth's Regiment, 
during the Revolutionary War. In December, 1776, 
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he received pay for mileage from Albany, N. Y., to 
his home in Methuen . 

(8) Thomas Webber, 

Son of William Webber (2) and Mary Wells, was 
born Dec. 5, 17^, in Methuen, iVtass. He married 
April 4, 1776, Elisabeth Kimball of Wenham. He 
afterwards, or before, lived in Wenham. Probably 
he was the administrator of the estate of Edward 
Webber (3). He died Aug. 18, 1799. The deaths of 
three young children of Thomas are recorded in 
Wenham, births not given, Nov. 27, 1777; Jan. 26, 
1787, aged 5 years; Feb. 12, 1795. 

(9) Nathaniel Webber, 

Son of William Webber (2) and Lucy Kimball, was 
born Sept. 16, 1754, in Methuen, Mass. He married 
Sept. 28, 1775, Rebekah Peabody of Atkinson and 
moved to Londonderry, N. H. His wife was a 
daughter of Jacob Peabody of Leominister and a 
grand-daughter of Jacob and Rebecca Peabody, of 
Topsfield, (The Peabodys of that region think well 
of themselves now.) 

(10) Samuel Webber, 

Son of William Webber (2) and Lucy Kimball, was 
born Aug. 21, 1755, in Methuen. He married Elisa- 
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beth before Oct. 5, 1785. 

(11) Elisha Webber, 

Son of William Webber (2) and Lucy Kimball, was 
born April 10, 1757, in Methuen, Mass. He married 
March 2, 1780, Esther Brown of Methuen. 

(12) Lucy Webber, 

Daughter of William Webber (2) and Lucy Kim- 
ball, was born Nov. 18, 1758, in Methuen, Mass. She 
married Feb. 17, 1778, Jesse Tyler of Methuen. Dr. 
S. G. Webber of Boston, Mass., writes: 

'*At Salem, I found that Jesse Tyler lived for a 
while at Topsfield, so births in his family may be 
recorded there.'' 

They had a son, Kimball Tyler. Horace Webber 
(35) married his second cousin. Relief Tyler, daugh- 
ter of Kimball Tyler. Sarah (Whitcher) Marsten 
of Stoneham, Mass., daughter of Sally Tyler and 
grand-daughter of Kimball, writes: 

"My mother's father's name (my grandfather) was 
Kimball Tyler and his father's name was Jesse Tj^^- 
ler. Kimball Tyler was born in Methuen, Mass. 
Where his father (Jesse) was born we do not know. 
It is said there were three brothers who came over 
from England. One settled in Pennsylvania. It is 
reasonable to suppose one settled in ^lassachusetts. 
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my grandfather's graad — or great grandfather. Kim- 
ball was a butcher and worked for Peter Gage, of 
Haverhill, Mass., called Old Haverhill then. He 
went to New Hampshire to buy cattle. He called 
at a house and my grandmother came to the door. 
He was pleased with her appearance, an acquaint- 
ance was formed and she became his wife. Her 
name was Sally Streeter of Landaff. Kimball had 
three brothers. Klisha and Samuel both went to 
Michigan. Jesse died in Benton, N. H. It was 
thought he had heart trouble. He was sick. They 
called a doctor. The doctor left him an emetic. He 
took it and died while vomiting in the night. His 
wife was alone with him, except two or three little 
children. They lived quite a distance from neighbors. 
In the morning she sounded the horn and neighbors 
heard the sound of distress and went to her. Kim- 
ball also had three sisters, Lucy, Hepzibah and 
Persis. 

"My grandfather's mother was Lucy Webber (12) 
and Lucy Webber's was a Kimball [see William 
Webber (2)]. We think Kimball Tyler might have 
taken the name Kimball from that family, though 
we do not know." 

(14) Andrew Webber, 

Son of William Webber (2) and Lucy Kimball, was 
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born Feb. 18, 1763, in Methuen, Mass. He married 
Lucy Cross Nov. 29, 1784, in Methuen, according to 
the records there. They moved to the vicinity of 
Bath, N. H. Lucy, his wife, died June 11, 1828, aged 
63 years. He married (2d) Mary, the widow Kincaid, 
She died June 6, 1844, aged 65 years. Andrew Web- 
ber was a stone-mason by trade. He was also' a 
farmer and lived in Strafford, Landaff, Lyman, Bath, 
and afterwards with his second wife in Benton. 
He died May 10, 1845. He is buried in Bath, N. H., 
between his two wives. The tombstone, furnished 
by his son, Horace, gives his age as 84 years and 3 
months.

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K. H. When I was about twelve years old (1842) 
father took his whole family — mother and five chil- 
dren — from Sandwich, N. H., where he was pastor 
of the Free Baptist Church, to Benton to see Grand- 
father Tyler and to Landaff to see Grandfather Web- 
ber, who had met with some reverses. When he 
died father furnished the tablets to his grave."

George W. Webber engaged in the lumbering bus- 
iness in Manistee County, Mich., from 1852 to 1858, 
when he removed to Ionia County, first to Lyons, 
and later to Ionia.

Samuel Webber, Professor of Mathematics and 
later President of Harvard College, was the son of 
John Webber and Rachel Harris. He was born in 
1760 and died July 17, 1810. John Webber, his fath- 
er, was born in Byfield, Mass., in 1739; married Rach- 
el Harris in 1759; and in 1771 moved to Hopkinton, 
N. H., in company with two younger brothers, 
Thomas and Richard. He died in 1809. His child- 
ren were: Samuel, b. 1760; John, b. 1762; Joanna, b. 
1766; and Sarah, b. 1773. Sarah Webber married 
Daniel Webber, a second cousin, said to be of 
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Buchannan, N. H. Compare with Daniel Web- 
ber (15). 

To Dr. Samuel G. Webber of 146 Marlboro Street, 
Boston, Mass., is due credit and thanks for all the 
data pertaining to Ipswich and Methuen. He se- 
cured those facts fron? the records in several towns 
in Massachusetts, while searching for his own gene- 
alogy, and was kind enough to give us the benefit 
of his researches. In writing of himself he says: 

**It is a fuller account of the Methuen Webbers 
which I especially desire, as there is a tradition in 
our family that we came from that branch. My 
father is Aaron Dalton Webber, b. May 16, 1806, in 
Rumney, N. H. His father was John Webber and 
his father was William, who bought land in Rum- 
ney in 1768 and settled there. William's wife was 
Lucy Kimball, said to have come from' Ipswich. He 
is said to have been born in Methuen. I have not 
yet found his father." 

"William Webber's family was the fifth to 
settle in Rumney. He had an only brother, John. 
Their father went into the old French war under 
Capt. Rogers and died. It is supposed he starved 
to death.'' 

"Benjamin Webber was one of three men who set- 
tled in Rumney, N. H., in 1756, the first settlers there. 
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William may have been his son." 

He wrote also regarding Thomas Webber and 
Michael Webber, who lived near Falmouth, Maine, 
before the Indian wars, the former from 1660 to 
about 1690, the latter between 1675 and 1688. Most 
of the Webbers in America are descended from 
Thomas or Michael. There does not appear to be 
any connection between them and the Methuen 
Webbers, at least in America. There is a tradition 
in our family that our ancestors came from Eng- 
land. Sylvester G. Webber (73) says that his great 
grandfather Webber came from England with a 
man by the name of Fry; that they settled on ad- 
joining farms in Methuen, where his great grand- 
father owned a few slaves until they were freed by 
state law. An old man by the name of Fry, claim- 
ing to be a son of the Fry above, told this to Sylves- 
ter G. Webber when he was a boy in New Hamp- 
shire. 

Thomas Webber lived in or near Falmouth, Maine. 
He married Mary Parker, sister of John .Parker. In 
the Boston Public Library are records from 1640 to 
1760, called "Maine Deeds, and '*Maine Wills." In 
"Maine Deeds" is a copy of the original deed of a 
tract of land from Indian chiefs to Thomas Webber 
dated May 9, 1660; also a deed from John Parker to 
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his sister, Mary Webber, of land on Kennebeck Riv- 
er, dated June 3, 1661. Their children were: 

John Webber of Boston, Marriner. 

Samuel Webber, whose will was made May 5,1716, 
and probated Nov. 13, 1716. 

Nathaniel Webber, Sawyer, of Boston, later of 
Charlestown. 

James Webber, Marriner, of Boston. All of his 
children were born in Charlestown except Nathan, 
who was born in Gloucester, Mass., in 1705. 

Joseph Webber, who lived in Yarmouth, Mass. 

A daughter, name not known. 

The Indians attacked the Maine settlements and 
destroyed several towns: Falmouth, Saco, Scarbor- 
ough, and others. York and Wells resisted success- 
fully. This was begun in 1688 and lasted about ten 
ye^rs. In 1690 Falmouth was destroyed and many 
settlers killed. In 1708 they began to return and in 
1710 the Massachusetts government encouraged 
their return. Old settlers proved their titles to land 
by the testimony and depositions of survivors. 

In this spattering of the people Mary Webber, and 
perhaps Thomas, came to Charlestown, Mass. Mary 
is found there in 1692. Her son, Samuel, with wife, 
Deborah, and family went to Gloucester, Mass. 
Thomas had died previous to 1695, as Mary is des- 
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cribed as widow. 

Michael Webber was probably born about 1640. 
He lived at Purpooduc Point, Falmouth, Maine, be- 
tween 1675 and 1688. He lived there again in 1703. 
He was in Gloucester, Mass., before 1703 and cer- 
tainly after that date. Not much is known with 
certainty as to his children. He had a Michael, is 
said to have had a Samuel and a James. There is 
doubt about Samuel being his son. Michael was 
probably the brother of Thomas.

"Nathan Webber, of Boston in ye County of Suf- 
folk in New England, Marriner, only son and heir of 
John Webber late of Boston, Marriner, Sendeth 
Greeting, Know ye that whereas my Grandfather 
Thomas Webber formerly of Kenebeck river hus- 
bandman and my Grandmother Mary Webber did by 
virtue of an Indian deed to my sd Grandfather dated 

and a deed of gift from my Great Uncle 

John Parker to my sd Grandmother dated 

did possess and Enjoy Land until driven 

thence by ye Indian Warr and both died seized of the 

same and whereas ye sd Thomas Webber 

and Mary Webber had five sons and one daughter 
at ye time of their decease So that Two full Seventh 
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parts of sd land does descend unto and of right be- 
long to me As heir of ye Eldest Son, Now Know ye 
that I ye sd Nathan Webber sells to John Went- 

worth of Portsmouth (and others) to promote 

Setling a fishing town Thereabouts." 

Abigail Newman of Boston, widow, only daughter 
of John Webber, dec'd, Eldest Son of Thomas Web- 
ber, assigns her share also. 

There is quite a family of Webbers at St. Kew 
parish in Cornwall, England. One of ai chime of 
bells in the tower of St. Vrinver has the inscription, 
"Robt. Blake and Wm. Webber churchwardens 
1727." In the same church a flagon in the commun- 
ion service is inscribed as the gift of M(ary) Webber 
of St. Kew in 1764. 

In 1462 Henry Webber was Dean of Exeter. 

The description of the Webber arms in England 
is: gules; on a chevron engrailed or, between three 
hurts, as many annulets azure.
